Two years in a French prison camp 
at Hooch prompted Otto l ick, a Ger 
man prisoner of war, to make a desper­ 
ate break for liberty, make bis way to 
Havre and stow himself away on the 
Norwegian bark Metropolis, which ar 
rived ut Philadelphia. 
There is every prospect that he will 
be a fret* man as soon as the immigra­ 
tion officials have considered his case. 
A solid six feet of muscle and sinew 
aud twenty-six years old, Flek was as­ 
signed at the beginning of tile war to 
the crack Prussian guards division of 
the German army, under the coffimand 
of General von Kluek, which fought 
its way through France in September. 
1914. a Tm os t to the very gates of Paris. 
Captured on the tiring line during the 
terrific fighting which marked the bat 
tie of the Marne. Pick was first sent 
by his French ca fit ors to a temporary 
prison camp liebind their lines and 
later transferred to the prison camp 
at Rouen, one of the largest and most 
strongly 
guarded 
prison 
tamps 
iu 
France. 


Fre# F ro m P i n g e r . 
.rick at first enjoyed his respite from 
everlasting fighting by day and march­ 
ing by night, 
lh* was content to eat 
the scanty prison fare of bread and 
soup and at night to lie on the few 
wisps of straw that separated him 
from the damp earth, resting happy in 
the know ledge that his "loved ones in 
the fatherland were spared the horrors 
of war and that he himself was safe 
from French bayonets. 
But gradually thoughts of escape en­ 
tered his mind. 
With the powers of 
observation bred by German military 
discipline, he noticed that the vigilance 
j»f the sentinels on guard over the camp 
was relaxed on stormy nights. 
The 
night of Dec. 5, >910, brought a storm 
of thick snow and heavy wind, and, 
seizing his opi>orttinity to pass the sen­ 
tinels, he scaled a thirty-two foot wall 
surrounding the camp and, dropping to 
the ground, found himself on the banks 
of the river fVlue. 
Knowing that eses;** to the frontiers 
on the rust was cloned by marching 
troops 
and

trencher, he decided that his best 
chance to escape lay In following the 
course of the Seine westward to the 
sea. 
Avoiding

roads, he stole through the wo*m1s along 
the banks of the river and at dawn 
slipped, like a hunted rat, Into u peas 
ant barn. 
Stealing his food where he 
could find it, he covered Ifs) miles in 
this way uutil at the end of ten days 
he found himself ut the mouth of th* 
river and at the seaport of Havre. 


Stoic A board Ship. 
Moored to a dock lie found the Nor­ 
wegian burk Metropolis, and, utilizing 
his knowledge of French acquired dur­ 
ing bl9 imprisonment, he ascertained 
that her next j*ort was Philadelphia, 
which spelled freedom to him. 
Wait­ 
ing till the crew weut ashore to say 
farewell to their friends, he climbed 
aboard aver a hawser and hid In the 
hold behind the water tanks of the 
ship. 
The MetroiHilis sailed three days lat­ 
er, on Doc. IS, and st the end of three 
day* more his meager supply of provi­ 
sions, consisting of a loaf of bread. 
was exhausted. Iii a semtstarved con­ 
dition he gave himself up to Captain 
Turgussen while he was writing the 
day's log. The captain wus consider­ 
ably mystified st Fiek’s appearance 
and had difficulty in solving the lays 
tery because rick could speak only 
German and French, while the cap 
fain ajteaks English and Scandinavian, 
but the captain finally grasped his 
story and put the stowaway to work.

' II M exciting at times; hut, generally 
shaking, it’s rather less si>ort than a 
motorcycle." says a "wing" subaltern 
of the British flying corps, according to 
a correspondent of tho New York Trib­ 
une with the British urmies in Franco. 
Ile chatted while tinkering with his 
machine—one of the latest types in a 
war that is changing and developing 
the aeroplane almost from hour to 
hour. 
There were marvels of the air two 
years ago that have no more relation 
to the machines of today than the 
clumsy attempts of a barnyard fowl to 
tho flight of a swallow-. 
Ail aerial 
scout that cannot register in tile neigh­ 
borhood of I IO miles an bour cannot he 
classis! as truly modern. This speed is 
called for in ‘‘level air,” not in running 
"down hill" or in diving out of a loop. 
You may attain IM) miles un hour do­ 
ing that. 
No S e m e of Speed. 
‘‘Oh. yes, tho fighting’s fun!” resinn­ 
ed the subaltern, 
"ll s when you go 
paddling through the air on patrol duty 
for four or live hours and nothing bap- 
| ht)s that flying becomes monotonous. 
In spite of the almost unbelievable 
hfx*ed ut which you go you have no 
sense of speed whatever—nothing like 
the thrill of forty or fifty miles an hour 
in a motor, with the trees whizzing by 
and a humpy road beneath you. 
"Fumethues the air is bumpy, too, 
and that's good sport. To collide with 
an air bump is almost like bitting a 
big rock in the road. They generally 
lurk near a cloud bank abd give you 
an awful" Jolt w hen you least expect 
it. 
GU dull days, when the air is 
smooth, you can get a little practice 
ai d excitement by throwing her about 
a bit, for when you get to close quar­ 
ters in a fight you w ed all the stunts 
shell do. 
Iii the air one doesn’t even 
get the sensation of the wind that you 
get on the ground." 


W in d s Ar© Scorned. 
Which latter fact may account for 
the absolute contempt In which the 
modern army 
fliers look ui*m tin* 
mightiest blasts old I1orc*a»%cun blow. 
it was not so long ago that a ten mile 
breeze would upset all flying plans for 
a day; now nothing short of a hurri­ 
cane can deter the intrepid aviators 
of the allies. 
They laugh ut a gale 
and can almost take a nap while com­ 
fortably riding u thirty mile wind. 
The real enemy elements are low 
clouds and ground mists. 
After a few more earnest remarks 
on the monotony of patrol work in 
smooth air, which he likened to driv­ 
ing a motor truck ulotig a cement road 
in a desert, the subaltern climbed into 
tile "cabin" of his machine, 
it was a 
wasplike affair, with the Imprisoned 
lower of a hundred horses throbbing 
iii its wonderful engine. 
Its guns 
were attached unobtrusively to the 
framework and synchronized where 
necessary to shoot through the blades 
of the fast whirring propeller in front. 
The "cabin" of a modern aeroplane 
suggests the pilot house of u palatial 
yacht Iii miniature. 
Everything is fin­

genious sights for the guns and range 
tinders for bomb dropping and a little 
device to tell that the bombs have been 
properly released 
in turn and are 
hurtling on their way to the objective 
selected for attack. 
When he is tucked away only the 
pilot s head is t Isible above tile free- 
b< 'Ird. 
I >irectl> in front of him is u 
tiny little half moon of a windshield. 
"You i»ii lower that In summer time 
aud get more air," grinned the Bubal 
tern. 


En gin e P re v e n ts F reezing . 
"But what about freezing in the 
winter time?" was suggested. 
"Oh,” he reified, "that all depends 
upon the machine. 
This little scout, 
for instance, with tile engine in front 
of you, is us warm as tou»t even when 
you are 13.000 feet ui» and the mer­ 
cury has long dropped below zero. Y’ou 
get ail tho warmth of the exhaust und 
eau stay up Indefinitely.

lever look out for Itself for minutes ut 
u time and use both hands for fighting, 
Or if the trip is a long one, you can let 
her float w bile you eat luncheon.

Tile Aegean island of Chios is the 
subject of a striking communication 
to the National Geographic society 
from Ernest Lloyd Harris, a part of 
which is issued as the following Guile 
tin: 
“Chios, which is separated from tho 
mainland of A-da Minor by the strait 
..f eidos, only four and a half miles 
wide. has long been a hone of con­ 
dition between Turk and Greek, and 
during the earlier part of the nine­ 
teenth cd tory it was the fuvno of 
some of the bloodiest tragedies known 
to history. 
"As early as “Od IL C. it was one of 
lie ii* hest and most important mem­ 
bers of the Ionian union. 
It has dis­ 
puted w ith Shiv nisi the honor of being 
the birthplace of Homer. 
When tin* 
Ionian cities rebelled against the lVr- 
- inn yoke Chios manned and equipped 
b i ships aud sfnt them to Ila* bat 
tie of Lade. 
This stands for some 
tiling when we take into considera­ 
tion the fact that at that time name 
iy, 194 IL c. the population of the 
island numbered only bd,cud freemen 
and I• mhmmi slaves. 
"Chios has been, in turn, Ionian, I’er 
Ian, Athenian, Homan, Italian, Tur­ 
kish, ami finally, lit 1913, after u scp- 
iratlon of nearly 2,3<x> years, it wa: 
uuitcd once more to the parent colin 
try, Greece. 
As one may well im 
agine, a little island of .‘11$ square 
miles which has changed masters so 
many times necessarily must 
have 
suffered much from tin* strife which 
•wept over it. 
"Twice lins this island been visited 
by terrible earthquakes. The first wa- 
iway back in I* A. I)., and it w;i- 
only through the fostering care of the 
Emperor Ti Im Ti us that the people wert 
able to make a fresh start.

m d was iii ISKI, when tho town of 
Kusfro 
was practically laid V a n e 
Mosques, churches and dwellin'? house*- 
di'appeifled into the howe'f of tin

"Felt in spite of all these vicissitude 
bios lins also seen many happy days 
Even in the old days of the Ionian 
union it was celebrated on account of 
its «oiuiucrcc and industries, especially 
for its native wine and the manufnc 
Hire of lads and sofas. 
Ender Home 
the island' was ruled sis ail insulin 
province and enjoyed several hundred 
years of almost unbroken pence and 
prosperity. 
“Chios’ real troubles virtually began 
with the Greek war of independence 
Somewhat against tin* will of the peo­ 
ple, the island became involved in this 
struggle and was visited by ii massacre 
width appalled humanity* In 1822 tin* 
upturn pasha appeared before Kastro 
with a powerful filet aud landed an 
a tiny of Moslems, who slaughtered In 
the spate ,,f two months no less than 
JkMHKt Chiaus, while 32,000 were sold 
into slavery. The entire island was 
-iven over to pillage, and scarcely a 
village, church or convent was spared 
tin* flames. 
‘These acts of ferocity did not go un­ 
it venged. While Ila* Moslems were rav 
aging (’blo*. tin* islanders of Psaraand 
Hydra were planning an attempt on 
the Turkish fleet, which was lying in 
the outer harbor of lvastro, Just cfi the 
Genoese citadel. The authors of this 
bold strike were Constantine Canaris 
and George repines. They arranged 
two brigs as fire ships and manned 
them with a chosen band of desperate 
men. 
"The lights hanging at the masts of 
the Turkish shipt were so dim that 
the Chians were enabled completely to

I. I?-* walls and alcoves are faced 
with the skeletons of flu* Chiasm mas 
sacred in this neighborhood. 
"Oui* of tin* chief products of eidos is 
gum mastic, un astringent with it b 
grown in the southern part of the 
island. It is used as a gum aud also 
distills! as a liquid, which is used 
throughout the Levant us an appetizer 
immediately liefore meals. It is nu In­ 
toxicant if used ituuHslerately. 
“One feature of tho scenery of Chios 
is (la* picturesque old windmills which 
crown the ridges aud shun** along the 
const. The w heels an* of very largo<11 
nieusiot s and are fitted with sails, 
which supply the motive power for 
grinding corn. Owing to the possible 
visitation of earthquakes, the house* 
are rarely more than two stories high 
and when scattered along the country 
side are usually surrounded by olive or 
popper trees, which add much to the 
beauty and churm of the iblund."
